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DETAILED ACTION

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claim 15, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,2 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Banner 
(3,914,994). Banner teaches an arrangement for measuring a material/liquid flow, in connection 
with a flotation cell characterized in that said arrangement comprises an elongated sensor 
element/flapper switch valve (59) extending essentially over the whole transversal area of the 
flow to be measured, and a measuring device (61,62) for detecting the position of the sensor 
element (59)(cls.land 2)(Fig.3)(Col.4, lines 49-53). 

Banner also teaches an apparatus characterized in that the sensor element (59) is attached 
to the horizontal axis of the measuring device (61,62) and the horizontal axis of the measuring 
device (61,62) is positioned essentially transversely to the flowing direction of the flow to be 
measured (els. 10 and ll)(Fig.3). 
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Banner also teaches an apparatus characterized in that the arrangement is connected to a 
control system and comprises a display unit (els. 12 and 13)(Col.2, lines 5-8). 

Claims 1 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schofield 
(2,033,306). Schofield teaches an arrangement for measuring a flow in connection with a 
flotation cell characterized in that said arrangement comprises an elongated sensor 
element/impact plate (14) extending essentially over the whole transversal area of the flow to be 
measured, and a measuring device (31) for detecting the position of the sensor element (14) 
(cl.l)(Fig.6). 

Schofield also teaches an apparatus characterized in that the flow to be measured is the 
flow flowing out a flotation cell via a drain chute (cl. 14)(Fig.6). 

Schofield also teaches an apparatus characterized in that in the senor element (14), there 
is arranged a calibration means (24)(cl.l5)(Col.3, lines 36-41). 

Schofield also teaches an apparatus characterized in that the arrangement is provided in 
connection with the drain cuter of a flotation cell so that the sensor element (14) is at least partly 
placed in a collecting pipe (cl.l6)(Col. 1, lines l-18)(Fig.6).
